PUBLIC MEETING. 

A public meeting, called in the interests of 
DD. W. Davis was held in Ross’ Hall on Tues- 
day evening. There was a good attendance 
of voters of the district. The chair was 
taken by Dr. Wilson. 


8. S. Taylor was called upon and said that 
this was the opening meeting of the eleetor- 
al campaign in the Edmonton distriet and 
he had the honor to fire the first gun. The 
fire of the contest had been smouldering, 
but it would soon burst forth and in the 

laze Would be geen the name of Davis. 
Little had been heard of Reilly the opposing 
candidate, This was not a contest of policy 
or government, of high or low tanffs. It 
was a personal contest between two men, 
and the circumstances forced the use of per- 
sonalities. The district was well satisfied 
that only Sir Johu A. Macdonald could 
govern Canada, the Northwest, or Alberta 
satistactorily, for two candidates which this 
district had placed in the field were support- 
ers, Of Sir John, To establish the claims of 
Mr. Davis to re-vlection it was only necessary 
to ask three questions. What has he done? 
What will ne do? What can he do? The 
only answer to the two latter questions was 
that as a supporter of the government and 
the straight government candidate he could 
do more for the ,constituency than if he 
were not the povernment candidate. Re- 
garding the first question Mr. Davis had 
been before the country forfour years and 
this and every other section of the constitu- 
ency was well aware of what he had done. 
The only thing that had up to that time 
appeared against Mr. Davis which it was 
necessary to refute was anu article in the 
Edmonton BULLETIN in which Mr. Davis was 
charged with having made certain promises 
in the contest of 1887 which he had failed to 
carry out, But while the BuLLETIN denoun- 
ced Mr, Dayis it did not endorse Mr, Reilly. 
It was apparently ashamed to take a stand 
for Keilly. Before dealing with the several 
promises which Mr, Davis was charged with 
having failed to fulfila few general remarks 
would be in order, The Northwest was 
practically only ten or twelve years old. It 
was supplied with railways, telepraphs, police 
protection a judicial system, local govern- 
iment a school system, everything that per- 
tained to the most vigorous and advanced 
civilization, The country had been put in 
this state by the Dominion parliament. The 
©. VP. R. had cost millions and other matters 
had cost many millions more. Eastern 
people now asked; What are we paying for? 
These iinmense outlays were charged to the 

Northwest and rendered it an impossibility 
for Mr. Davis to secure for Alberta as much 
as he with equal equal exertions could 
hive secured for an eastern constituency. 
We thought Alberta was sinall, and so if was 
compared with the whole extent of the 
Northwest but it was larger than any of the 
eastern provinces which had sixty-five, twen 
ty five, or twenty represeitatives to Aiberta’s 
one, We could not expect to find govern 
ment money strewed around in every corner 
Of this Constituency as inan equal area of 
the eassern provinces, so much more largely 
represented, As to the list of promises 
Even the BuLLwrn admitted that Mr. Davis 
had been true to bis first promise to support 
Sir Joun, 
been unable to secure inereased Jocal self 
government for the Territorios was most un 
fair, The Territories were now passing 
through the some crisis regarding their local 
covernment as had been the lot of every one 
of the older provinces. Full local govern- 
mant had beon secured in those provinces 
only after the most strennous exertions on 
the partot the people and the Territories 
could only expect to arrive at the same end 
by like means. It was unfair to censure Mr 
Davis for not doing what could only be done 


by the exertions of the people theuiselves 
He had don alihe could. The promise of 
increased grants to public works and 


schools had been fullfiled. Ie was charged 
that threats had been made to eut down the 
grants to individual schools. This was rend 
ered necessary by the greatly increasod num 
ber of these schoo!s, asign of th« progress of 
countyy, Mr. Davis had promised to raise 
achool tunds from school lands.

As to rebellion claims many deserved no 
consideration and others were not consider- 
ed because they were not properly placed 
beforethe goverment. Some of these claims 
had been secured and others were under 
way. The home guirds at Battleford had 
received scrip. As to bridging the rivers. 
Was it expected that every stream in the 
district would be bridged in four years. The 
river at Lethbridge had been bridged and 
every river would be bridged where necessary 
in good time. The promised opening of the 
Indian reserves was Of the same class as the 
school lands and could only be worked for 
through the department. As to rights of 
homesteiders, They had not legal rights, 
but the government had concecded them the 
right. There was no reason why Mr. Davis 
should wantthe district divided at the pre- 
sent time. After the coming census no 
doubt it would be divided. The distriet had 
secured government patronage. Calyary 
had a court house, Lethbridge had a bridye, 
St. Albert had a bridge, public offices were 
promised Edmonton, It was not claimed 
that Mr. Davis was building the ©. & E, rail- 
way, but that he was instrumental in secur- 
ing the grant which was building it. fn 
view of these facts it could not be consider- 
ed that Mr, Davis had not been working in 
the iiterests of the district. It was plainly 
the duty as well as the interest of the elect- 
ors to give a solid vote for D. W. Davis. 

M. McCauley was called upon and said he 
understood that this was’a Davis meeting. 
He had nothing to say for Mr. Davis. 
Being asked to proceed, he said that a great 
many of the old settiers had been much done 
foreditied by hearing what had been done for 
the district by Mr. Davis. His position re- 
garding Mr. Davis was this: No man in 
Alberta was too smart or wise to fill the 
yosition of M. P. for the district. Mr, Davis 
Reel filled the position for four years and his 
supporters were now unable to say what he 
had done to justify his re-election except tnat 
he had supported Sir John. That was one 
just reason why Mr. Davis should not be 
supported on the present occasion. When 
any matter came uapin which our interests 
clashed with Sir John’s wishes, Mr. Davis 
voted with Sir John against us, as on the 
railway disallowance question, The district 
was certainly large. It had qeen claimed on 
behalf of Mr. Davis that he had acted im- 
partially {towards the whole district. If he 
had done vo more for other sections than for 
this he had done nothing atall. He had 
failed to carry out his promises; He had 
failed to do his duty and it was high time to 
try somebody else. Northern Alberta had 
not received anything.
